UNITED 
COMPANY SUES 


Claims That Plant Company Is Using 


Certain Shoe Machinery In Viola- 
tion of Agreement to Use Only That 
Which It Leased From Plaintiff- 
Friction of Long Standing Has at 
Last Become Open Rupture 


Boston, July 8.—What promises to 


be one of the hottest Industrial wars 
ever waged In this country has lust 
opened between the Thomas G. Plant 
company, uhne manufacturers of Ja- 
maica Plain, and the big United Shoe 
Machinery 
company 
of 
Beverly, 


wherein millions of dollars are In- 
volved. 


Already thousands of dollar's have 


been spent and Indications point that 
before the difficulties between the two 
great companies are settled hundreds 
,of thousands will be spent In furnish- 
ing ammunition for the warfare. 


The Plant company threw down the 


gauntlet some little time ago by re- 
placing every machine In Its factory 
which It leased from the United Shoe 
Machinery company, 
with 
Wonder 


Worker machinery, which Is manu- 
factured by a company owned and 
controlled by T. G. Plant, personally. 


Then came the bill in equity of the 


United Shoo Machinery 
company^ 


which was filed yesterday, asking that 
the Plant company be restrained from 
using any machinery other than the 
United company's, on account of the 
leases held by the Plant company on 
this United company's machinery, and 
that Plant be 'restrained from selling 
any of his machinery to the shoe com- 
pany of which he Is the head. 


The whole affair indicates simply 


that the Plant company and others 
who, 
it IB said, are to co-operate with 


it. will flght to a finish with a view to 
using in their factories other machin- 
ery than that leased by the United 
company. 


Some months ago. it Is stated, there 


came friction between the United Shoo 
Machinery company and the Plant 
cr-npany, which was the aftermath of 
former differences, but became at last 
ari open rupture. 


Mr. Plant determined that no longer 


should his company be bound down to 
urine the machinery of the UnlteJ 
company and no other, and then that 
It would not use the United company's 
machinery at all. 


Prior lo this he bud become inter- 


ested In the manufacture of the Wen- 
der Worker machinery,- on which he 
now holds the larger part of the patent 
rights, It Is understood. All this 
time, while securing control of these 
patents, he had In mind the very thing 
that he Is endeavoring to carry out at 
'the present time; that Is to utilize this 
. new variety of machinery Instead of 


that put out by the United company.

Less than three thousand miles from 


the city of. New lork. and .about a 
third of that distance from Ban Fran- 
cisco there is situated, .In--the upper 
reaches of tho gulf of California, a 
small Island, worthless even for so 
mean a purpose as the raising of goats, 
but nevertheless a center of attraction 
for the ethnologists and archaeolo- 
gists of the old and new worlds for 
many .generations.

Quauah Parker, chief of the Co- 


uiauches, who recently visited this city 
as the guest of llepresontatlvc Scott 
Ferris of Oklahoma, made his eight- 
eenth visit to the home of the great 
white father. On previous occasions 
he has been the bearer of messages 
from his people in Oklahoma to I'rysi- 
dents 
Cleveland, McKinley, lloose- 


velt and Tnft. 


Quanah is an interesting character, 


filled with admiration for the "van- 
ishing race," albeit he Is tbe son of 
Cynthia Ann Parker, a white woman, 
who was captured by the Indians In 
Texas when she was two years old. 
She lived with them until she was 
eighteen, when she was recaptured by 
a company under command of Captnlu 
floss. .They took her home, but she 
ran away at the first opportunity. go- 
Ing back to tbe Indians, where she 
married one of the tribe. 


When Colonel Iloosevelt, in company 


with Indian Commissioner Valentine, 
made a hunting trip through the Baby 
State he was handsomely entcrtaiuod 
at tlie home of Chief Quauah, who 
constituted himself the colonel's spe- 
cial protector and bodyguard. 


The Chief's Mission. 


• Quanoh'.i mission to the capital this 
time was for three things—he wanted 
to lay before the president and Indian 
commissioner reasons why the Co- 
mauches should obtain more money ' 
from the sale of their lands; he iilsii 
asked that the Indians be allowed to 
use a certain herb called "peyote." 
which the Indian agents in Oklahoma 
have forbidden the tribe to use In their 
ceremonies in case-of sickness. Qun- 
nah maintains that the herb Is benefi- 
cial, while the agents insist that !t is 
harmful. 
r Third and not least important of 
Qnanah's errands was to hear Iteprc- 
seutative Stevens of Texas introduce a 
bill appropriating Sl.OOO to remove the 
bodies of the chief's mother and sister 
from Texas to a little burial ground 
near Quannh's lioim- on HIP Indian 
reservation hi Oklahoma and to erect 
a monument there to Cynthia Ann 
Parker. 


Chief Quanah is enthusiastic over 


the bill pending before congress pro- 
viding for a memorial to the American 
Indian to be erected in New York har- 
bor.

Therefore get busy 
und follow the example of Assistant 
Health Commissioner Jordan of St. 
Louis. 


It was through his constant lighting 


that the city passed au ordinance rank 
Ing It a crime to allow weeds to grow 
In the vacant spaces. And Mr. Jordan 
will see that this Is lived up to. lie 
has announced tbat It will be enforced 
this year by the issuance of police sum 
mouses against offenders. 
In a letter 


to n lending newspaper declaring his 
purpose and asking for the aid of pub 
licity in his campaign Dr. Jordan says 


The season Is at hand when it will 


be necessary for this department to 
enforce the ordinance regarding the 
cutting of weeds. It Is absolutely im- 
possible to make any headway iu tills 
work If we adopt the course of giving 
notice in each case, as it has been our 
experience iu tbe past tbat such no- 
tices In u large majority of cases are 
unheeded, aud It will be the policy of. 
this department where weeds of one 
foot in height or over are found on va- 
cant property to cause n police court 
summons to be Issued ngajust the own- 
er. 


The law does not require nuy notice 


lu these cases, but it is not the desire 
of the department to take snap judg- 
ment on any one. 


The penalty for violation of the weed 


ordinance is fixed at not less than $10 
or more than $100.
